Wasuincton, September 7.—The president 
arrived in Washington this morning at 10 
oO clock. He met at the depot by the 
first assistant secretary of state, John Davis, 
Private Secretary Phillips and the assistant 
‘secretary Pruden. He appeared to be in good 
health, and is very much sunbrowned.

i.—The navy de- 
artment has received aletter from Mr. Henry 
). Wolfe, recently correspondent of the New 
York Herald. dated San Francisco, August 26, 
in which he forwards a United States naval 
button and a coin, which were handed him in 
September, 1882, by a Cape Prince of Wales, 
Alaska, native at the head of Norton bay. The 
man reported te him that when the ice broke 
up in July or August, 1382, a body clothed in 
deer skins was washed ashore at the village of 
Kingean, near the cape. At the same the hull 
of a whaler, (supposed to be the Sappho, lost 
in the spring of 1882,) came ashore. A por- 
tion of the clothing ef the body wasafterwards 
found on the beach, to which 
brass buttons were attached, one _ of 
which and the coin Mr. Wolfe incloses. The 
morning after the wreck came on shore a gale 
sprung up, both ship and body disappearing. 
In January, 1885, while visiting at Selawig 
river, in the Arctic circle, Mr. Wolfe was told 
that the body of a white man had been seen 
off Point Hope by the natives of the village 
of Tiglak. Mr. Wolfe thinks that the body 
was that_of Master Putnam, of the Rodgers. 
The memenroes inclosed are an eagle cent 
coined in 1858, with a hole through it, and a 
small brass button of naval device. Past As- 
‘sistant Engineer A. V. Zane, who was a ship- 
mate with Master Putnam on the Rodgers, 
Was positive that it did not belong to Putnam, 
as he was dressed entirely in deer skins and 
wore no brass buttons. The description of 
the body, however, corresponds with that of 

Master Putnam. 

MASHING THE DUDES, , 

Wasuinaton, Septeniber 7.—The federation 
of labor in this city, ata meeting held last 
night, adopted the following resolutions, 
which explain themselves: 

“Whereas, there is a notorious class of so- 
ealled ‘masbers’ and ‘cudes’ in Washington 
City who make their living by deception, and 
who approach with brazen effrontery young 
women and inexperienced girls returning to 
their homes from their work after night, with 
insulting proposals, professing to have power- 
ful political influence with the administra- 
tion, etc., and 

‘“Whereas, these scoundrels, in nearly 
all cases escape merited punishment, because 
a modest woman naturally dreads the notori- 
ety that follows a complaint filed in the po- 
lice department, and 

‘Whereas, the migration of this class of our 
population to other climes might be assisted 
by some extra judicial process, organized 
under the auspices of the working classes of 
this city, whose daughters and sisters are es- 
pecially liable to such insults; therefore, re- 
solved, that a committee of one meniber from 
each trade represented in this federation shal] 
be appointed to recruit a society for the pro- 
tection of women from insults on the streets 
of Washington. Said society shall hear com- 
plaints and determine what method of redress 
is advisable in such c ses, and the commun- 
ity is hereby respectfully requested to report 
all complaints of this charaeter to said society 
for their investigation.” 

INSPECTOR PARKER'S RESIGNATION, 

WASHINGTON, September 7.—The postmas- 
ter general, in accepting the resignation of D 

B. Parker, chief postufiice inspector, has 
written tou him, in part, as follows: ‘Nothing 
but the assurance contained in your letterthat 
you bad received an advantageous proposition 
to engage in private business would induce 
me to consider your proposed resignation. 
The excellent record you have made during 
your years of faithful work in the depart- 
ment, as well as my own personal knowledge 
of your ability and fidelity, make me ex- 
tremely reluctant to part with an official 
whose services! prizeso highly. Ido not 
wish, however, to stand inthe way of your 
personal advancement, and I therefore accept 
your resignation, to take effect October 15, 
with an expression of sincere regret that our 
otticial relations are to be severed, You leave 
behind you an example of faithful devotion 
to duty of which you may well be proud, 
and which is worthy of imitation in ali 
braffthes of the service.”’

JUSTIFYING SENATOR CALL. 

WasuHinoton, September 7 —The Post this 
morning published a card from Mr. J. R. 
Sneed, a friend of Senator Call,explaining the 
circumstances under which the latter appeal- 
ed to the government to aid the starving fam- 
ilies on the naval reservation. at Pensacola 
and quoting the following letter from State

Thirty-five white and fifty colored families on 
the naval reservation are in absolute want, 
and are threatened with starvation. We have 
subscribed to aid them, but our means are 
imited. Cannot you induce the secretary of 
the navy to have rations furnished them?”

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ARTHUR IN CHICAGO. 


A Brilliant Gathering of Polttleal Mauagera to Work 
fur the Future. 

New York, September 7.—A special to the 
Times, from Chicago, says: To-day has been 
a great one for the politicians, large and 
small, and from almost daylight the Grand 
Pacific hotel has been thronged With workers. 
Whether it was the intention of the managers 
or not, the Arthur boom was pushed for all it 
was worth, and there was not a ward striker 
present who would not volunteer some inifor- 
mation as to the pins about to be set up or 
knocked down. Three years ago General Ar- 
thur stood beside General Garfield in almost 
the same place in the same hotel, within a few 
hours afterhisnominaticn forthe second place 
on the ticket. At that time the crowd press- 
ed eagerly forward to press the hand of Gar- 
field, but in the flush of victory the leaders» 
could not but feelthat Arthur was the rep- 
resentative of a compromise, and that it was 
necessary to be polite simply to conciliate the 
faction to which he belonged. Last night in 
that same room pretty much the same leaders 
expressed different views, and the revulsion 
of feeling was too evident to be overlooked. 
The public reception, whether intended as 
such or not it certainly has had 
its political effect, and the feeling ex- 
pressed was that if Arthur was only an 
accident he is a pretty good one and de- 
served to be rewarded for the trials which 
eameto hislot out of the great calamity. 
During the day Senator Cullom, Postmaster 
Palmer, District Attorney Leake, ‘‘Lonz 
Jones,’”’ the United States marshal who ran | 
the Grant campaign in this state; Dave Little 
and Paul Selby, of Springfield; State Senator 
Evans, Congressmen Finnerty, Adams, Davis 
and Dunham, Collector Spalding, Collector 
Harvey. Collector Bell, of Deiroit, and a host 
of smaller politicians from this city and other 
places had more or less privateaudiences with 
the _ president. All of these about 
the corridors looked wise, and 
at least believed that something 
was happening which it would be well to be 
posted on and havea handin. All shades of 
repub ican opinions were represented, ana 
very little was discussed during the day but 
politics. By far the larger proportion of those 
present during the day were stanch friends of 
Senator Logan, whose advocacy of him has 
been intermittent, and from their expressions 
it seemed certain that his name will be pre- 
sented to the convention for either 
first or’ second place. The __ presi- 
dent, of course, cannot be again put on 
for second place and the rumor rapidly 
spread that a combination is to be effected 
between New York and Illinois and 
that the ticket will be Arthur and Logan. 
Many of Logan’s friends say that he will 
never accept the second place, but others 
claim to be better informed. Logan has 
about the same control in Illinois as Arthur 
ispresumed to have in New York. Euemies 
each has, but each could doubtless secure an 
almost, if not quite, solid delegation. The 
theory ot the politicians was that the inter- 
ests of the two are to beso managed that each 
will secure a contingent interest as a second 
choice. If Arthur can not make it, Logan is 
to have his strength, and if Logan can not 
reach the presidency he is to be solaced with | 
second place.

By this means of 
transferring the estate two objects are said to 
be accomplished—tfirst, that the estate will not 
be civided among different heirs, and, 
secondly, that no litigation overa will can 
ever Come into court by which the value of 
the estate would be discovered. Thereare un- 
questionably other branches of the family 
which, if a will leaving all tothe son were 
made, might entera contest. It has always 
been the idea of Mr. John Jacob <Astor’s life 
practically to entail his property, ani to have 
the estate remain intact from generation to 
generation asin England. The present John 
Jacob Astor’s father died about thirty-five 
years ago, bequeathing his property to John 
Jacob and William Astor, and to his 
daughter, now Mrs. Chandler. There was 
also an idiot sonin the family, for whom 
ample provision was made, and also for this 
son's guardian. The idiot child grew to 
manhood, and died several years after 
his father’s death. At the time the estate 
was worth about $30,000,000 or $40 OOO, 000, 
It was then mainly unproductive. 
John Jacob Astor received the largest part of 
the estate. including the Astor house, which 
was dveded to him tor $1. The golden prin- 
ciple of the Astor family was never to build 
until foreed to do so, and whena building 
was put up it was intended to last for years. 
The estate grew more valuavle each year, and 
solid houses were built upon the land, until 
to day the value is really unknown. Most of 
the property lies between Twenty third street 
and Fiftieth street, from Eighth to Third ave- 
nues. Murray Hill lies in the heart of the 
family possessions. Blocks and biocks of 
houses there belong to John Jacob Astor’s, 
all of which is deeded to. his son. 
The value of John Jacob Astor's es- 
tate is estimated at from $60,000.00 and $70.- 
000,000, and William B. Astor’s estate at some- 
The present Mr. Astor’s idea is for 
bis son to follow the same course he has, and 
so on through generations.

A ROMANCE OF FORTUNE, 

The Nashville American says that Major 
James D. Hill received a dispatch irom Mem- 
phis announcing the death of his old tutor 
and companion, William Keene King, and 
that he would be informed lateras tothe will 
and wishes of the deceased. Another tele- 
gram stated that Major Hill had been made 
executor and legatee. According to a third 
dispatch the deceased would be buried on the 
day he died. Major Hil! was congratulated by 
his many friends, and left on the evening 
train for Memphis. In au 
interview Major Hill stated that when 
be was: in Europe, before the war, 
Professor King had been his tutor, accom- 
panying hii in his many travels. For nearly 
ten years they were in the most intimate 
coinpanionship and warmly attached to each 
other. Professor King was liberally supplied 
with money by Major Hill, one single gift 
amounting to $10,000. He was a native of 
England, where he was born in 1818. He 
graduated at Oxford university; and fluently 
spoke several languages. In after years he 
prospered and acquired a fortune, owning 
property both in this country and in Eng- 
land. He was somewhat eccentric, but 
kept up correspondence with Major Hill. 
Frequently he would visit this country, 
remain a few weeks and then return, and the 
first Major Hill wouid know of it would be a 
letter detailing the incidents of the trip. 
About three months ayo Major Hill received 
a letter dated London. Six weeks ago Pro- 
fessor King arrived in this country. Major 
Hill was not posted as to his movements, aud 
the first intelligence as to bis whereabouts 
It is 1m- 
possible to give an estimate of the value of 
Professor King’s estate, but a great portion of 
his property is in the western portion of this 
state and in London. He was regarded as a 
wealthy man, and all indications point in this 
direction. It is stated that he had no rela 
tives. To Major Hill he was almost a 
father, That he should thus remember 
his former patron is bat another 
instance that there is still gratitude 
in the world. Major James D. Hill, or, as 
better known, Major Jimmy Dick Hili, is one 
of Nashville's celebrities. He was the only 
son of Harry Hill, from whom he inherited 
a colossal fortune. Harry Hill, at one time, 
was the richest man in the south. His Jarge 
plantations. in Mississippi and Louisiana 
brought bim an immense revenue. Besides 
he owned a steamboat line, then the princi- 
pal mode of \ravel,-and was interested in nu- 
merous other branches of business. In times 
of panic and distrust his large amount of 
ready money was a sure reliance of the mer- 
chants of the south. At his death all of his 
vast fortune went to Major Hill, who made 
his residence in the European capitals. There 
his elegant manners, high orderof intelligence 
and immense financial means won a ready 
entrance into the leading social, literary, mu- 
sical, and dramatic circles. With nearly all 
of the art celebrities of that day he was on In- 
timate terms. It was in after life a source of 
satisfaction to him that there was nothing In 
art that be had not seen and enjoyed. His 
expenditure while residing abroad were sim- 
ply astounding. The story of how he spent 
$15,000 in Paris on a single entertainment 1D 
honor of the prince of Wales, was the talk for 
years. He lived abroad eight or ten years. 
Then the civil rebellion broke out. and he re- 
turned to his home in this eity. His planta- 
tion and slaves went like the property of many 
other southern people, who saw their inberit- 
ance and acquired wealth swept away by the 
inexorable decrees of war. From a position

her assistance. When Parks reached the 
house Fergusor, who was sitting on the 
porch ordered him not to come in, and be- 
gan drawing apistol. Parks rushed forward 
to seize the weapon, but was too late to pre- 
vent Ferguson from firing, and the ball 
passed into his bowels. After wresting the 
pistol from Ferguson, Parks fell exhausted. 
The murderer endeavored to escape, but was 
captured and lodged in jail.

The End of the Missour! Faree—A Mockery of Justice

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THE RISING GRANDE, 


Bridges Swept Away and Rallroad’Broken 1 p—The 
Damage. 


GALVESTON, September 7.—A special to the 
News from Laredo says the rains of the last 
day or two have caused an unprecedented 
rise in the Rio Grande. At noon to-day the 
perpendicular rise was eighteen feet. It has 
since fallen one foot. Heavy rains have been 
falling to-day, and itisexpected that a greater 
height will be reached to-morrow. The sheep 
yWhers are apprehending great loss among 
their flocks by drowning, Numerous. wash- 
outs are reported on the International and 
Texas railroad.

Bulldings that Resist Earthquakes. 

The voleanic eruptionin Java, the earthquake 

Ischia, and eur own western tornadoes have 
probably caused much more destruction of life and 
property than they would have caused if buildings 
had been specially adapted to resist them. In Ja 
pan, where shocks of earthquakes are frequent, it 
is not usual to dig foundations for any building, 
no matter how large or important it may be.

THESCUPPSRNONG GRAPE. 


A Visitteoa Vineyard. Which Shows What Can be 
Done In Georgia. 

Epirors ConsritutTion: 1 have read with 
great interest and ayidily the many articies 
you haye published ion your ever welcome 
paper on the subject of Georgia and her re- 
sources, truck, gardening and farming es- 
specialiy. One preat source of revenue, re- 
qguiringa small original outlay, and but nomi- 
pal yearly expenditure, to our tarmers, bas 
escaped yournotice. 1 refer to the culture of 
the scuppernong grape and the manulacture 
of domestic wines. if 1 could drive you over 
our nice tirm roads, under the shade of wav- 


‘ing pine forests and past romantic streams 


that murmur of ‘‘bream,”’ ‘‘red-breast,’’ and 
“trout,’’ to the home of Dr. W. C. Bowie, of 
this county, | am sure your ready pen would 
paint a picture of the delights of a scupper- 
nong vineyardso vivid and fascinating, that 
every farmer in the state would follow his 
example forthwith. The Doctors vines 
were pianteh only six years ago and 
yet he has made enough wine already 
to pay the original cost and subsequent out. 
lay, and this year he expects to make at least 
thirteen barrels of wine, which can be sold 
readily at from fifty to sixty dollars a barrel. 
Tbe doctor has shipped three barrels of wine 
to New York in the past few months; they 
were ordered by three gentiemen of cuiture 
and wealth, and we trust he may find 
muny patrons who will call for pure 
Georgia wine in preference to other more 
doubtful fruits of the vintage. Pardon me; I 
am keeping you from entering the vineyard, 
but now We ure in the charmedrevion and the 
ductor should write, as did Dante, ‘‘who en- 
ters here leaves hope behind,’’ because you 
can never hope to eat all tne grapes you see 
aud vet it isso hard to leave them. Just pic 
ture 1o yourself four acres of ground covered, 
as it were, by one gigantic vine which, trained 
on wires, makes a dense, lealy canopy over- 
bead, aud within easy reach, hang such beau- 
tiful big, ripe grapes, that it faily makes one’s 
mouth water—and, so thick that, like 
the sands of tbe sea, they seem to be 
without number. Busy pickers are 
at work, selecting the very 
ripe; from the half-ripe grapes, as the quality 
of the wine depends upon this cure. We, how: 
ever, do not linger thus, but fall to, until we 
fain would cry, *“‘Enough!’’ Then we gazein 
admiration and think of ‘‘the wine-clad hills 
of Bingen, fair Bingen-on-the Kbine,” and 
marvel not that the poet immortalized her 
beauteous adurnment. While feasting our 
eyes upon the beauty of this novel sigat the 
doctor gives us a few facts about the cost of 
wine making which may be of practical he!p 
and benetit to those who are jnierested in the 
subject. His vines cost him about ten dol- 
lars. They are trained on a lace work of wire 
which rests upon posts placed ten feet apart 
each way, the vines being thirty feet distant 
from euch other each way.’ The lightwood 
po-ts were three cents each; the wire, two 
sizes being used, can be had at three and six 
cents a pound. For his wine crusher Dr. 
Bowie paid $25, and the cellar in which his 
wine is kept was made at an expenditure of 
$300, but this~ include’ a large and 
pleasant room above it. Tue grape 
pickers are paid at the rate of 
15 cents per bushel, andfor each barrel of 
wine it requires 20 bushels of grapes, and 45 
pounds best granulated sngar, (une pound for 
each galion of juice). Let us now sum up the 
matter, The wine already sold, bas paid 
furmer exvenses, and now each barrel of wine 
costs, say: Fur picking grapes, $0 U0; Sugar, 
45 pounds 10 cenis per pound, $450; empty 
wuisky barrel, $1,5U; crushing grapes, $1.00; 
aggregating $10 UU; ana is sold tur $56, a clear 
profit being made of about $46,

A Contract with One Branch of the City Governnfent 


ly a Bad Fix, 

When the nowenats to macadamize the 
streets of Atlanta were awarded to James & 
Co., thecity required a bond from the con- 
tractors for the faithful perform- 
ance of the work and that 
too witbin a specified time. Among 
the streets awarded to James & Co., was 
Whitehall street. The work on this thorough- 
fare was divided into three sections. The 
first section extends from the railroad to 
Peters street, the second section from Peters 
street to Cooper street, and the third section 
from Cooper street to McDaniel street. These 
three divisions were made by the commission 
ers of streets because of the fact that 
the specifications for the work to 
be done varied somewhat and for each section 
the contractors were required to give bond. 
The work was begun on the third section. 
and the street is now nearly completed from 
McDaniel to Cooper street. From Cooper 
street to Peters street the contractors were re- 
quired to give a bond of $27,000, and were re- 
quired to complete the work before the Ist of 
December. The city engineer ascertained the 
grade for the street between the points men- 
tioned, but this grade was so offensive to 
citizens along the street that- an injunction 
against the same was obtained. Last Map- 
day night the city council deb: ted the ques- 
tion awhile and then ado ted 
a resolution rescinding the contract, 
for. the present, witb James & Co. Thisaction, 
if binding, prevents the macadamizing from 
going on, and of course ss the work stops it 
prevents the change in the gradeof the street, 
which isthe point in the injunction. Now 
the question arises whether or not the con- 
tract can be annulled. The commissioners of 
streets, it is said, claim that the 
contract was made with them and not 
with the city council and that the council 
has no right to act in the matter. The con- 
tractors are greatly displeased with the action 
of the council, as they claim to have pur- 
chased mules, to have employed labor to do 
the particular work, and haye given their 
bond for $27,000 to the street commissioners, 
and that' they are dealing with that body, 
One of the ‘irm Of ¢ontraétors yes erday. said 
he was Willing to do the work and wait for the 
fionéy if the city council was actuated by 
the want. of money Monday night. 
The same gentleman recognizes 
the power of the injunctior, which was p.o- 
cured by citizens residing near Cooper street, 
but intimates that he car begin work 
at this end—the Peters street end of the sec- 
tion. He further said he did not Know but 
that the city was responsible to him for a vio- 
lation of the contract on their part. However, 
he asserts that he will not be contrary, and 
that he will do the right thing by Atlanta in 
the matter.
